munity and provincial rec- 
reation professionals. As an 
active, well-structured or- 
ganization, Kinsmen will 
work together with these 
groups to reach a maximum 
number of Alberta commun- 
ities. Kinsmen’s past supp- 
ort of recreational projects 
and facilities made them an 
obvious choice to positively 
complement the Games mo- 
vement. 

Kinsmen will now begin to 
get as many people as 
possible involved, the young 
and old, handicapped and 
family units. 

‘*We can assist in the 
promotion of better fitness 
and at the same time develop 
individual and community 
pride,’’ said Woelfle.

Well known resident

Death came swiftly and 
unexpectedly to Erwin An- 
drew (Dave) Davis of Glad- 
stone Crescent on Monday 
morning in the Royal Alex- 
andra Hospital, when he 
suffered a massive heart 
attack about 7 a.m.

After a session with the 
‘flu he had gone into hospital 
the preceding Monday for 
some tests. Doctors deter- 
mined that Mr. Davis had 
experienced some heart dif- 
ficulty, possibly connected 
with the ‘flu. However he 
seemed well recovered by 
Sunday and was planning to 
come home on the Monday. 

Many, many people in St. 
Albert and Edmonton were 
shocked and saddened at the 
passing of Mr. Davis, who 
was well known and greatly 
liked in the community 
where he had made his home 
for 16 years. 

Services were conducted 
by the Rev. Len Musto today, 
November 1, 1978, at the 
Chapel of Chimes, with 
members of the St. Albert 
Branch of The Royal Cana- 
dian Legion forming an 
Honour Guard. Serving as 
pallbearers were Ray Gib- 
bon, Harold Lewis and Don 
Webb of St. Albert, and 
Jack Reid, Ted Blasius and 
Hunter Robson of Edmonton. 

Attending the services 
were Mrs, Davis's sisters, 
Muriel Wilson of Regina, 
Saskatchewan, and Betty 
Fredericks of Vancouver, and 
her nephew, Laird Wilson 
and niece, Louise Fredericks. 

Interment followed in Holy 
Cross Cemetery. 

Following the services 
attended by an overflow 
crowd, a luncheon was held 
at the Legion Hall in St. 
Albert. 

Dave Davis served a term 
of office with the St. Albert 
Protestant School Board, 
being elected on October 15, 
1970, where he was res- 
pected for his contribution to 
sound financial management 
of Board affairs. 

He enjoyed a great variety 
of community activities, and 
he and his wife attended 
many dances and functions 
in support of community and 
civic endeavours, including 
district fairs and celebrations 
of all kinds, He was also a 
gracious host and loved to 
entertain in his home. 

For years Mr. Davis 
devoted considerable time 
and energy to the work of 
parents organizations to help 
fill the needs of severely 
retarded children and make 
their lives as comfortable as 
possible, a work in which he 
was fully supported by Mrs. 
Davis. He was the first 
president of the Parents 
Group Association with the 
Red Deer School Hospital, 
and later formed a parents 
group for the Eric Cormack 
Centre in Edmonton, serving 
as first president. } 

He was also fond of young 
people and took great in- 
terest in their progress, 
offering his help whenever 
he could, In return he 
enjoyed the affection and 
respect to the many children 
and young men and women 
who came in contact with 
him.

Dave Davis didn't have an 
enemy in this world. 

Born in Edson, the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Davis, 
he took his early education 


there, later moving with his 
family to Vermilion, where 
he completed high school 
and entered the Royal Cana- 
dian Navy. Following the war 
he settled in Edmonton and 
began his career with the 
Department of National Re- 
venue, where he was em- 
ployed at the time of his 
passing.

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Time and Sir Sandford Fleming 


Reprinted from the Royal Bank Monthly Letter 
LAST OF A TWO PART SERIES 


He was one of the most remarkable figures in 
the history of a remarkable nation. Yet we 
tend to forget all he did, perhaps because 
the benefits of his work are so commonplace 
today. Here, an appreciation of the legacy of 
Sir Sandford Fleming, Renaissance Man and 
Canadian. 


AROUND THE WORLD AND BACK 
AGAIN VIA FLEMING’S CABLE 


Having welded Canada together by rail, Fleming decided 
to weld the Empire together with cables. The massive 
missing link in the imperial communications system lay 
between Canada and Australia. In 1879 he wrote his first 
letter to propose a Pacific cable. After a campaign which, 
for tenacity and dipping into his own ample pocket, put 
even his promotion of standard time to shame, he at last 
saw the cable go into service on October 31, 1902. The 
Prime Minister of New Zealand sent a wire to congratulate 
him. To mark the occasion Fleming sent westbound and 
eastbound messages around the world and back again. 

Even in an age that regarded work as holy, Fleming’s 
work-addiction was spectacular. As a boy in Scotland, he 
had copied the following from Benjamin Franklin’s Poor 
Richard’s Almanack: “But dost thou love life? Then do not 
squander time, for that is the stuff life is made of. How 
much more than is necessary do we spend in sleep, 
forgetting that the sleeping fox catches no poultry, and that 
there will be sleeping enough in the grave. Sloth maketh all 
things difficult, but industry all easy.” Fleming spent his 
whole life, all 88 years of it, refusing to squander time. 

It was a tribute not only to his reputation as an engineer 
but also to his lust for work, and more work, that at one 
time he held down no fewer than three of the biggest 
railway jobs in the country. He was chief engineer for the 
Intercolonial Railway, under construction between Halifax 
and Quebec; chief engineer for the CPR, for which he was 
to survey the route to the Pacific; and chief engineer of the 
survey for what would one day be the Newfoundland 
Railway. “‘No man without his extraordinary mental and 
physical vigour could have borne the tremendous strain,” 
his friend and biographer, L.J. Burpee, wrote. “The task 
was Herculean.” Fleming was the quint-essential hard- 
working Scot in the New World. 

But if Fleming was a Scot he was also a super-Canadian. 
It is a cliche of our history that the challenge of conquering 
distance to achieve unity has forced Canadians to master 
solutions to problems of communication and transportation. 
Fleming's passions included railways, telegraph systems, 
steamships, ocean navigation, postal communication and 
cables to girdle the globe.

He was also that peculiarly Canadian type, a gentleman 
of the wilderness. He was a scholar, a scientist, an 
unswerving churchman, a man of public affairs. Yet he -was 
as hard as an axe-blade, second only to the Indian at 
scratching a living out of the wilds. He hob-nobbed with 
princes and trappers, governors and Metis, prime ministers 
and Indians, lords and frontier horse traders. The 
Renaissance Man of the Wilderness was the link between 
hinderland and the boardrooms, bureaucracies and uni- 
versities. Fleming flourished in both worlds. 

He crossed Canada by foot, snow-shoe, dog team, canoe, 
wagon, raft and dug-out. But he cruised Venice in a gondola 
and went up in a balloon in Paris as well. He once drove a 
sleigh from Shediac, N.B., to Rimouski, Que., a journey of 
more than 300 miles in five days of ferocious winter 
weather. He also visited five continents by steamship and

revelled in that supreme luxury, a private railway car. 

Out on the prairie, he met a Sioux chief with a bear-claw 
necklace, skunk’s fur at his ankles and hawk’s feathers in 
his hair; in Paris, he met the Prince of Wales and joined 
him in the royal box at an opera. On the trail of a future 
railroad, he pulled a wolfskin over his head and joined a 
gang of dancing Indians. In London, he ran into Sir John 
A. MacDonald. The two and their wives spent a couple of 
days together, shopping and sightseeing in high style along 
the banks of the Thames.

He spent the night of his 24th birthday sleeping on the 
banks of Lake Huron in three feet of snow and a wind that 
pushed the temperature down to -14F. He spent other 
birthday nights on feather mattresses in the four-posters of 
the most sumptuous hotels in Europe. Once, with an 
umbrella, he routed a large bear that blocked his path in a 
desolate part of Ontario. There were times when he ate 
bear, moose lips, snipe, loon, yellowlegs and, of course, 
roast buffalo. He could happily eat lunch under an upturned 
canoe during a rainstorm, or at the best Parisian 
restaurants. 

Sometimes his wilderness world and his society world 
converged. In 1864, for instance, the Governor of New 
Brunswick insisted he come to dinner. Fleming had no 
choice but to arrive in the clothes he had been wearing for 
weeks on end in the deep forest: a red flannel shirt, 
homespun trousers, rough boots. “You can imagine the 
sensation I made when I entered the drawing room at 
Government House, filled with ladies in wonderful toilets 
and officers in full dress uniform,” he wrote. “However, I 
was given a charming companion to take in to dinner, and 
enjoyed myself immensely.” 

He knew the Premier of Australia, the Queen of Hawaii, 
and, according to Sir Andrew MacPhail, ‘‘every personage 
of note in the. Empire." He got to know at least some of 
these personages in the wilderness. In July, 1880, for

instance, he went salmon-fishing on the Matapedia River in 
Quebec,. In only five days there, he dined separately with 
George Stephen (the future Lord Mount Stephan), Donald 
A. Smith (“‘last-spike’’ Smith, the future Lord Strathcona), 
Lord Elphinstone, and the Duke of Beaufort. He also found 
time to share “a splendid bonfire” with his old friend 
George M. Grant, the principal of Queen’s University, and 
Princess Louise and Prince Leopold. They were both 
children of Queen Victoria, and Louise was the wife of 
Lord Lorne, Governor General of Canada. At the end of 
this gruelling backwoods social schedule, Fleming reported 


’ that his son had caught a 25-pound salmon, and that “I lost 


one in gaffing - almost hooked another - finally landed two 
- very tired.” He was only 53. He could not slow down. 

That was the year he became chancellor of Queen's 
University and happily confided to his diary, “This is the 
strangest thing of my life. What made them elect a man to 
the highest position, who has never been in his life to 
college?”’ He had first seen Queen’s only a few days after 
his arrival in Canada in 1845. The 35 years since then had 
given him a lot to be thankful for. He had a loving wife, a 
place called ‘“‘The Lodge” on the Northwest Arm in 
Halifax, a family mansion called ‘‘Winterholme” in 
Ottawa, a tract of salmon-fishing territory in northern New 
Brunswick, the right to travel free on some of the world’s 
best trains, independent wealth, general respect and, in the 
university appointment, prestige. 

Not long before he died on July 22, 1915, Fleming 
reflected on “my great good fortune to have my lot cast in 
this goodly land.” He added, “I have often thought how 
grateful I am for my birth into this marvellous world.” 
Others, too, might occasionally consider being grateful for 
his birth into this land and this world. A good place to 
consider Sandford Fleming is aboard a train on the CN 
main line as it chugs up to Montreal from the Atlantic 
Ocean, or the CP line as it arrows across the Prairies, 
zooms into the mountains and rampages down to the 
western sea. A good time to pay him a silent tribute is the 
moment you cross from one time zone to another, anywhere 
the world over, and adjust your watch.

Mr. Koziak stressed that 
the revised program, an 
interpretation of the 1971 
social studies curriculum, is

Particular attention will be 
paid to Canadian history and 
geography. Finalized pro- 
gramming in those areas is 
expected by 1982. 

Main features 
revised program are:

She is 
pink-cheeked and healthy, 
where Piaf was peaked and 
skinny to the point of ema- 
ciation, She is taller than 
Piaf, whose stature suited 
her nickname La Mome Piaf, 
literally, Kid Sparrow. How- 
ever, when McGlynn stands 
in the spotlight for La Vie en 
Rose, feet planted firmly on 
the floor like a schoolgirl, any 
minor differences are for- 
gotten. McGlynn sings with a 
strange mixture of abandon 
and authority, as did Piaf. 
She has a vulnerable way of 
holding herself as she stands 
that also reflects the paradox 
of Piaf: a woman of tenacious 
strength who was at the 
same time very vulnerable. 

“Bravo Pour Le Clowne,’ 
my favourite, is a real test of 
McGlynn’s talents and grasp 
of her character. Written by 
French newspaper man He- 
nry Contet, it is an angry 
song, Which rails against the 
bitter despair encountered in 
life. Contet, one of Piaf's 
many lovers, wrote the song 
for her, which is obvious in 
the line “I've got laughs that 
bleed.’* No other singer in 
France at that time was up to 
such a lyric, which would be 
alt home now in a Rolling 
Stones number, McGlynn 
sneers, howls and growls the 
words, showing magnificent 
contempt for life's dirty 
tricks. 


Iwo of the selections in 
this compilation of Piaf's life 


and works are quite coura- 
geous -- L’Accordeoniste and 
Les Trois Cloches. The first 
was dropped from Piaf's 
repertoire towards the end of 
her career as she found the 
range too much for her 
abused vocal chords. Mc- 
Glynn seemed to have no 
such problem and gives a 
searing rendition of the bleak 
lyrics, Les Trois Cloches 
poses a challenge in that it 
was scored originally for an 
orchestra with grand organs. 
McGlynn still brings it off, 
with simple accompaniment. 
I found this the weakest of 
the songs, however. 


LOVE UNDERPLAYED 


Although McGlynn dom- 
inates the play as Piaf, she is 
not alone on stage. Mel 
Ericksen and Hank Stinson 
played the men in her life, 
but I found this aspect of the 
play disappointing. There 
was nearly always a man at 
the eye of Piaf's emotional 
storms, and her work fed on 
the feelings generated by 
these tempestuous relation- 
ships. Because of this, I 
expected a little more fire to 
be sensed between Piaf and 
her lovers. | would also have 
been more satisfied if the two 
actors had contrasted each 
other in appearance, rather 
than being of similar col- 
ouring, and build. Piaf's 
lovers were definitely in- 
dividuals and shouldn't be 
depicted as a homogeneous 
procession. Granted the play 
is about Piaf, not her lovers, 
but each had a vital effect on 
her at the time of the 
relationship. This was not 
readily apparent. 

Allan Stichbury's set art- 
fully extends off the stage 
into the rest of the theatre. 
The set proper is suitably 
dingy, but manages to wear 
that air of obstinate elan that 
can be found even in grungy 
parts of Paris. The opulent 
grand piano struck a jarring 
note in the midst of squalor, 
however, when an old up-

right would have been more 
appropriate. Members of the 
audience sit at small tables 
on stage, which contributes 
to the cafe intimacy. 
Stichbury and Monica 
Boyd were scrupulously true 
to the original in the 
costuming of McGlynn. Even 
the purple scarf given to Piaf 
by Maurice Chevalier’s wife 
Yvonne on the occasion of 
her Gerny’s debut was 
faithfully rendered. Mme. 
Chevalier produced the scarf 
at the last minute to cover 
the singer's thin, bare shoul- 
ders, which weren't covered 
by the dress Piaf had knit 
herself for the occasion. The 
dress turned out to have only 
one sleeve, hence the scarf. 
Having been too young to 
have experienced Piaf at the 
peak of her career, I formerly 
had only a vague under-

The proposed policy would 


Trustees of the Sturgeon 
School Division voted Oc- 
tober 25 to not consider a 
proposal that would have the 
Board provide financial as- 
sistance to students involved 
in group tours. The assis- 
tance would have beenina 
form similar to the Student 
Loan program now in exis- 
tence on the Provincial and 
Federal levels. 

Trustee Ruth Wall, the 
only Board member to vote 
against Jim Ward's motion, 
said she could see a limited 
grant but not a loan. 

The Board also moved to 


adopt guidelines for groups 
making the tours. Two tea- 
chers will accompany the 
students - one male and one 
female. The Board will pay 
for one substitute teacher 
and will not apply the ‘credit 
denied policy’ to students

Continued From Page B 1 
individually by the student, 
teacher, co-ordinator, coun- 
sellor and administrator. 

The present policy allows 
students 10 absences. Ac- 
cording to Assistant Prin- 
cipal H. Rigney the students 
will use the absences if they 
think they have them and 
Trustee Joyce Porsild agreed 
that this was in fact what was 
happening. 

Trustee Jim Ward asked 
about kicking out a student 
with a 98% average, on the 
grounds he had three in- 
excusable absences. He said 
he had managed to maintain 
a high average during high 
school while skipping out on 
this number of classes. Mr. 
MacDonald answered by 
returning to the point of the 
school teaching values to the 
students. 


VANDALISM DECREASED 


The principal added that 
vandalism in the school had 
decreased this year with 99% 
of Grade 10's in class for the 
entire school day. He said 
that when students were not 
in class they remained in the 
school and this is when 
incidents of vandalism took 
place. 

Sturgeon Composite insti- 
tuted the full course load 
policy for Grade 10 students 
this year and according to 
Mr. MacDonald the school 
has received ‘‘insurmount- 
able flak’’ from parents who 
wanted their children to have 
at least one spare period. 
The no spares policy kept the 
students from loitering about 
the school. According to the 
proposed policy's rationale, 
Grade 10 students are ‘not 
able to use leisure time 
wisely,” 

Trustee Ward was openly 
upset with this last con- 


jecture and made it plain he 
did not care for its inclusion 
in the policy. 

The proposed policy also 
suggested Grade 10 students 
not be allowed to drop 
courses once they had re- 
gistered for them. Once 
again this was rationalized as 
a matter of accountability 
which prompted Superin- 
tended Frank Robinson to 
comment, ‘‘It sounds as if 
you pick the wrong woman 
you stick with her for life."’ 

The superintendent also 
was against mixing the ex- 
cusable and inexcusable ab- 
sences. ‘‘Don't hold excus- 
able absences against the 
kid. Let's show some hum- 
anity,’’ Mr. Robinson said 
adding that he would like the 
throw (in reference to the 
baseball play) on the side of 
the students. He said there 
must be a built-in redemp- 
tion clause that would allow 
students achance to make up 
for lost time. 

Associate Superintendent 
Walter Heppler said he 
would like to see credit 
restored to students who lost 
them under the attendance 
policy through some form of 
make-up provision. He wan- 
ted it in writing in the policy. 
Trustee Ruth Wall agreed 
that it must be spelled out 
that students can get credits 
back with work. 

The discussion had carried 
on for nearly two hours with 
the only obvious conclusion 
being that very few people 
around the table were ready 
to agree to a policy then and 
there. Trustee Ward moved 
that the matter be tabled to a 
special meeting November 
13°for further research, and 
input. He said the Board 
would get back to the school 
later.

Commission chairman supports 
open market barley sales 


Tom Thurber, chairman of 
the Alberta Cattle Com- 
mission, has expressed agr- 
eement with Alberta Agri- 
culture Minister Marvin 
Moore, that producers 
should have their say re- 
garding an ‘‘open market’’ 
concept for marketing bar- 
ley. Mr. Thurber suggests 
that the current method of 
price determination for do- 
mestic barley is a major 
deterrant to the long-term 
development of the Western 
livestock industry and also a 
deterrant to barley pro- 
duction as a croppingalter- 
native. 

Pricing of non-Board bar- 
ley is a guessing game based 
on the level of Canadian 
Wheat Board delivery quo- 
tas, initial payments, an- 
ticipated final payments, and 
the cash flow situation of 
grain producers, The present 
system of marketing feed 
grains is responsible for 
creating price fluctuations 
which in the long-term, hurt 
the barley grower and the 
Western livestock industry. 
For example, in the last two 
to three years, continued 
Thurber, Alberta non-Board 
barley prices were often 
priced much above the world 
market and above other 
livestock production areas in 
North America, Now. Alberta 
non-Board barley prices are

priced below our compet- 
itors. The barley grower in 
Montana is receiving S0¢ to 
60¢ per bushel (Canadian 
funds) more than his coun- 
terpart in Alberta. These 
discrepancies in feed grain 
prices accentuate the peaks 
and troughs of the livestock 
production cycle, and in the 
long-term will cause the 
livestock feeding industry to 
shift to regions where the 
price of the feed is deter- 
mined in a competitive 
marketplace. 

The final result, concluded 
Thurber, will be fewer cattle 
fed in the West and a

New energy sources for farming plants : Biomass rate high 


Research is going on in a 
number of areas to see how 
renewable energy sources 
can best be utilized to serve 
agriculture. For energy is as 
essential to modern Cana- 
dian agriculture as soil and 
water. At present - and for 
the foreseeable future Agri- 
culture Canada . economists 
say that fossil fuels will 
provide the main source, 
noting that the biggest 
energy input in agriculture is 
gasoline and diesel fuel for 
farm machinery, and natural 
gas for the manufacture of 
fertilizers. 

But government engineers 
are leading research to 
reduce fuel demands and at 
the same time identify 
operations that could make 
use of alternate energy 
sources. Already zero tillage 
is being practiced on the 
prairies and the government 
also reports that the economy 
of diesel engines has resul- 
ted in increased sales of 
tractors so equipped. 

Attention is being paid to 
solar and wind power and 
energy produced from bio- 
mass methdds, ‘‘As far as 
renewable energy sources 
are concerned, plants still

Ways in which the organ- 
ization can work with Uni- 
farm to alleviate some of the 
stress caused by farm finan- 
ces will be noted, said Mrs.

That finances are such a 
major worry is disconcerting, 
says Mrs. Jensen, particu- 
larly when there are many 
other significant social and 
community problems to be 
approached.

What is agriculture? 

Many Canadians are be- 
ginning to realize that 
agriculture is much more 
than just something farmers, 
ranchers and country folk do. 
Agriculture is a complicated 
subject that touches the lives 
of every Canadian. In this 
country it dates back to 1617 
when Louis Hebert started to 
grow grainona small farm 
cleared from the forest near 
Quebec City. 

Today there are more than 


300,000 farms that employ 
474,000 people, or five per- 
cent of the national labor 
force, directly in agriculture. 
Each farmer produces en- 
ough food to feed himself 
and 52 others. In 1977 farm 
cash receipts totalled $10 
billion while farm operators’ 
net incomes were slightly 
more than $4 billion. And 
agricultural exports were 
about 10 percent of Canada's 
export trade at a value of 
$4.4 billion.

Organic 
farming on

Organic farming may be 
popular among some gar- 
deners but it is not feasible 
for large-scale farming on 
the Canadian Prairies, 

At least this is the opinion 
of Jan Looman, a range 
ecologist at Agriculture Can- 
ada's Swift Current, Sask., 
Research Station, Dr. Loo- 
man says that cattle cannot 
produce the amount of 
manure needed to economic- 
ally maintain high produc- 
tivity in the soil for crops. 

The scientist also says that 
the need for herbicides can 
be reduced by good farming 
practices but never elimin- 
ated and that insecticides 
will be needed to prevent 
crop damage unless scien- 
tists can produce large popu- 
lations of insect predators.
